During  the  year  there  were  115  births  and  curiously,  there 
was  the  same  number  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  births  were  divided  into  52  Males  and  63  Females, 
an  increase  of  19  over  last  year. 

Deducting  the  number  of  deaths  from  births,  there  is  a gain 
of  70  to  the  population  of  the  town.

De£t.thSi  The  number  of  deaths  actually  occurring  in  the 
Urban  area,  equalled  45;  lower,  with  the  exception  of  1906,  than 
any  year  since  1897,  and  13.1  lower  than  the  average  for  the  past 
10  years.  If  however,  the  number  of  residents  who  died  outside  the 
area  be  added,  namely  9,  the  nett  figure  rises  to  54,  which  puts  us 
back  almost  to  the  nett  average  of  10  years  by  13.9.  The  deaths 
of  the  nine  residents  occurred  as  follows:  Bath  Hospital  1,  County 
Asylum  2,  Isolation  Hospital,  Trowbridge  1,  and  the  Workhouse  5. 
Of  the  45  Urban  deaths,  20  were  over  65  or  44.6  per  cent. 


During  the  working  years  of  life,  from  15  to  65,  16  deaths 
or  35.25  per  cent.  Under  1 year  there  were  only  4 deaths,  an 
improvement  of  2 over  last  year,  and  4.5  less  than  the  average  for 
the  past  10  years. 

Death  from  Tubercular  disease  occurred  in  one  case,  the 
same  as  last  year  ; Cancer  has  increased  to  3 ; 2 males  and  1 female.

Only  one  inquest  was  held,  a case  of  accidental  drowning 
of  a child  when  the  river  was  in  flood. 

There  was  one  uncertified  death. 
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Infectious  Diseases. — In  1906  there  were  28  Infectious 
Cases  notified,  21  of  which  were  Scarlet  Fever:  this  year  33  cases 
were  notified,  27  of  them  Diptheria,  4 Scarlet  Fever,  1 Erysipelas', 
and  1 Puerperal  Fever. 

Oiphther*iaB — The  first  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  in 
February,  and  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  No  other  cases 
occurred  till  August,  when  2 cases,  and  2 more  in  September  were 
notified  ; the  remaining  22  beinsr  fairly  divided  between  October 
and  November,  3 only  being  notified  in  December.  16  were  under 
16  years  of  age,  the  remaining  11  under  30. 

No  definite  cause  was  discovered;  I am  inclined  to  think  that 
atmospheric  influences  were  mainly  to  be  blamed,  the  disease  was 
not  limited  to  this  town,  but  was  general  in  other  parts  of  the  Couiitv 
and  in  a large  number  of  places  in  England. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  smells  and  sewer-gas  are  pre-disposing 
causes,  bv  causing  a relaxed  condition  of  throat  and  so  making  a 
favourable  breeding-place  for  the  Diphtheria  baccilli  as  well  as  a 
general  lowering  of  vitality. 

Stable  manure  heaps  in  a town  of  this  size,  should  in  my 
opinion,  be  cleared  at  regular  intervals,  the  space  of  time  interx  ening 
between  each  clearing  varying  according  to  the  number  of  horses 
kept. 

Among  the  cases  notified,  were  txvo  carrier  case,  i.e,,  persons 
with  slightly  sore  throats  but  with  nothing  in  the  shape  of  membrane 
visible,  but  who,  on  having  a swab  taken  from  their  throats  and  a 
bacteriological  examination  made  of  it,  were  found  to  be  carrying  the 
Diphtheria  bacilli.  These  cases  are  more  dangerous  to  the  general 
public  than  those  where  the  svrnptons  are  visible  ; as  a man  may 
onlv  feel  slightly  out  of  sorts  for  a day,  and  go  to  his  work  and  mix 
with  his  fellows  the  day  after,  passing  the  disease  on  to  anyone  who 
may  be  a little  out  of  sorts.  It  is  easy  to  see  again  how  much  more 
dangerous  a case  like  this  would  be  in  a child  attending  school 
possibly  in  a room  with  30  more  children,  some  of  whom  would  be 
sure  to  have  colds  or  some  other  slight  ailment  which  would  lower 
their  strength  and  make  them  an  easy  prey  to  the  disease.  In  a 
large  number  of  the  cases  it  was  impossible  to  tell  from  the 
individual  symptons  whether  the  patient  was  suffering  from 
Diphtheria  or  Follicular  Tonsilitis,  and  the  differential  diagnosis 
was  made  bacteriologicallv,  by  the  courtesy  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  J.  Tubb  Thomas,  Esq.,  M.D.,  D.P.H.,  who,  on  receipt  of 
the  swabs,  examined  them  and  sent  the  result  to  tiie  medical  man 
interested,  as  soon  as  possible.  Other  swabs  were  sent  before  the 
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patient  was  removed  from  quarantine.  In  this  way,  about  81  exam- 
inations for  the  27  cases  in  the  town  were  made  besides  those  for 
other  cases  which  resembled,  but  were  not  Diphtheria. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledp^e,  in  all  the  cases  the  membrane 
was  on  the  tonsils  and  soft  palate,  and  in  some  the  resulting' 
ilness  was  very  slight,  and  these  cases  are  the  hardest  to  keep 
in  quarantine  when  they  are  not  removed  to  an  Isolation  Hospital, 
for  perhaps  in  a week  after  being  taken  ill,  the  child  seems  in 
outward  appearances  to  be  perfectly  well,  and  sometimes  it  is 
necessary  to  have  four  or  five  swabs  taken  at  seven  days’  interval, 
and  bacteriologically  examined,  before  a clean  bill  of  health  can  be 
given. 

Two  deaths  occurred,  one  before  it  Could  he  removed  to,  and 
the  other  in,  the  Isolation  Hospital,  both  from  heart  failure,  and 
here  I may  mention  that  parents  should  take  the  greatest  care  of 
their  children  for  some  considerable  time  after  an  attack  of  this 
disease,  keeping  them  as  quiet  as  possible,  and  only  letting  them 
take  exercise  very  gradually. 

Your  Council  authorised  me  to  provide  the  medical  men  in  the 
town  with  free  antitoxin  for  use  as  a preventive  to  the  persons  living 
in  an  infected  house,  and  there  has  been  doubt  as  to  whether  this 
course  was  of  any  use,  or  merely  throwing  away  money  ; I think 
it  has  proved  to  be  of  great  service  in  the  small  number  of  cases 
where  it  was  used.  Fourteen  tubes  of  antitoxin  were  used  for  4 
houses,  a tube  to  each  healthy  inhabitant  and  none  of  them  developed 
the  disease,  and  to  strengthen  the  wisdom  of  the  Council  in  adopting 
this  course  I will  quote  the  following  table  compiled  by  Siegers  from 
23  children’s  hospitals  on  the  Continent  and  published  in  the 
‘‘ Jahrbuch  ftir  Kinderheil  Kunde,  III,  56,  1900.”

The  per  centage  of  deaths  in  our  own  case  were  7.4 

The  main  preventive  measures  taken  were  notification,  removal 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  disinfection  as  soon  after  removal  as 
possible. 
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The  Schools  were  closed,  partly  on  account  of  a bad  outbreak 
of  INfeasles,  and  were  thoroughly  disinfected,  all  woodwork  was 
scrubbed  with  Cyllin  1-500,  the  walls  re-coloured  and  ceilings 
whitewashed. 

Disinfection  of  the  houses  was  rendered  easier  and  quicker  by 
your  Council  purchasing  another  disinfecting  apparatus  (Lignier’s)  ; 
for  until  we  had  one  of  our  own,  delay  was  bound  to  occur,  there 
being  only  the  one  for  the  whole  Union. 

Scavenj^in^. — Again  I must  call  attention  to  the  nuisance 
caused  by  persons  putting  their  refuse  on  the  sides  of  the  street  in 
open  boxes,  children  and  dogs  explore  them,  and  if  the  contents  are 
light,  such  as  paper,  they  are  blown  all  over  the  street. 

Water*  Supply  has  been  continuous  and  of  good  quality 
throughout  the  year. 

Sewajj^e  Disposal  V\for*kSi — These  have  been  in  use 
since  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Dai  r»ies,  IVfiilkshops  and  Cowsheds. — There  are 
onlv  two  Milkshops,  both  of  them  kept  in  very  good  condition.  16 
milksellers,  seven  retail,  eleven  wholesale,  the  latter  sending  their 
milk  to  the  factories  or  London.  When  complaining  about  cow- 
sheds to  the  owner  or  tenant,  there  always  seems  to  be  the  feeling 
on  the  part  of  these  gentlemen  that  it  is  for  the  sake  of  the  cows 
complaints  are  made,  and  once  I was  told  I would  soon  want 
drawing-rooms  for  them.  This  is  a totally  wrong  point  of  view,  what 
is  required  is  pure  milk  and  that  cannot  be  obtained  unless  the  cows 
are  healthy  and  they  are  in  clean  wholesome  surroundings. 

During  August  and  September,  your  Inspector  Mr.  Wootton, 
at  my  request,  took  samples  of  milk  from  ten  different  persons;  no 
one  kneAv  that  samples  were  to  be  bought,  and  the  milk  was 
purchased  in  the  ordinary  way.  The  amount  used  was  lOOO.c.c.  in 
each  case ; this  was  put  into  a tall  lOOO.c.c.  covered  glass  vessel 
and  allowed  to  stand  in  a dark  cool  cupboard  for  24  hours  with  the 
following  result : —

The  result  was,  I think  satisfactory,  as  there  was  8.5%  of  cream 
and  as  far  as  could  be  tested  by  sight,  no  dirt  deposit.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  most,  if  not  all  of  the  cows  from  which  these 
samples  were  taken,  were  being  milked  out  of  doors,  and  not  in 
yards  or  sheds. 

The  SchoelSi — Three  in  number,  the  Parish  Church  and 
Christ  Church  Schools  receiving  boys,  girls  and  infants  : and  the 
Masons  Lane  School  receiving  only  girls. 

This  and  last  year  each  show  a decrease  in  the  number  of 
children  attending  the  schools  of  52,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  second 
table,  the  only  section  in  which  there  is  an  increase  is  in  children 
under  5 years  of  age.

Trinity  Schools  had  the  Infants’  Classes  closed  from  June  11th 
to  July  2nd. — 3 weeks  for  measles. 

Christ  Church. — The  whole  school  was  closed  from  October 
28th  to  December  2nd,  for  Measles  and  Diphtheria. 

Mason’s  Lane  managed  to  keep  open  through  the  whole 
scholastic  year. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — The  factories  have 
been  visited,  but  nothing  of  importance  was  found. 

The  Bakehouses  have  been  visited,  and  are  kept  in  good 
condition. 

The  Slaughterhouses  are  also  in  a very  clean  state  ; white- 
washing in  some  cases  being  done  fortnightly. 
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Workshops- — A large  number  of  these  have  been  visited 
and  all  were  in  good  condition.  Two  lists  of  outworkers  have  been 
received  during  the  year  from  Glove  Makers  at  Westbury,  no  fault 
could  be  found  in  the  premises  of  those  visited.
